Workmen began today to unload 
several carloads of steel rails tor Dix­ 
on’s street railway, but were delayed 
in their work by the rain. 
Four cars 
are standingon the tracks in front of 
the Reynolds wire factory and six more 
cars arrive tomorrow. They are sixty j 
foot rails and are the ones to be 
laid qii the paved streets. 
They are j 
to he laid by the Columbia Construe 1 
tion Company, but were 
purchased j 
some time ago by Mr. Higgins, whose 
men 
under 
Superintendent 
John 
Powers are unloading them. 
Fore­ 
man Harry Mosher, a nephew of Mr 
Higgins, is also here looking after the 
work. 


The rails as unloaded are to be dis 
tributed along the streets but we 
understand the streets will not be 
torn up until the street carnival is 
out of the way. 
Therefore, June 8th 
we may expect to see a stretch of 
brick 
pavement 
on 
Galena 
and 
First 
streets 
raised 
and 
the 
work of laying ties and rails begun. 
The ties will be" sunk beneath the 
surface of the street so that the top 
of the rails will be even with the 
lavement, making a very solid and 
asy-ridingtrack over which vehicles 
can cross without inconvenience. 


It is the intention to have the lines 
ol street railway in Dixon all com­ 
pleted by the time the interurban 
line to Sterling is ready 
for 
use. 
Large forces of men will be put to 
work on both ends ol the line and the 
work will be pushed . 
A force of thirty men has been put 
to work east of Sterling, building the 
wire fence along the right-of-way of 
the Sterling.Dixon & Eastern Electric 
Railwa* 
company, between Sterling 
and Dixon. 
The mat erial to a large 
extent is on the ground and the work 
will lie pushed through as rapidly as 
possible. 
The first bridge will be a one) span 
affair: it is expected that it will soon 
he here and will be put in place by a 
special force of workmen employed for j 
the purpose. 
It will be of the truss 
pattern of the regular railroad type, 
the same as those used tor steam roads 
only lighter. Several other bridges 
will be put in for the road between 
here and Dixon, and some of which 
will be large and expensive affairs. 
The Columbia Construction 
com­ 
pany, in charge of the work, lias pur­ 
chased a New Era grader, which will 
| be something new for this part of the 
country. 
The grader will be pulled 
by traction engines, and is capable of 
moving from 1,500 to 2,000 yards of 
dirt daily—an amount of work equal 
to that which can be done by thirty 
teams with scrapers. 
This grader in 
some places will be used to build the 
roadway, as the dirt is elevated by the 
machine and can be placed where de­ 
sired. 
In other places teams and 
wagons will accompany the grader, the 
dirt being elevated to the wagons so 
that it can drawn to places where 
needed. 
The construction company has a 
large amount of 
material 
on 
the 
grounds, such as ties for the road, and 
the rails and other material have been 
ordered and will soon be here. 
The 
rails were ordered from eastern mills 
so that they could be shipped at once; 
the miils at Joliet and other nearer 
points have ordeas so far ahead that 
they were unable to deliver further 
sales during this season. 
Buying the 
material in this way, the company 
was compelled to pay a premium, and 
this shows the anxiety of those in 
chargeofthe work to have it com 
pleted very soon. 
Another large shipment of ties is 
expected to arrive in 
Dixon within 
the next few days, and these will be 
distributed from the east end of the 
road torward Sterling. The material 
arriving now was ordered by Mr. Hig­ 
gins several months ago, and its ar­ 
rival will keen the force of men busy 
until more can get here. The Colum­ 
bia company, according to the state 
merit of President Smith, will be pre­ 
pared to use ad the teams and tin­ 
men in can find in this vicinity during 
the summer: it expects to employ a 
very large force.

There are now elev en railway postal 
clerks in Dixon. 
They are Thomas I 
Barry, E, G. 
Brenner, George Nye 
Frank E. Aekert. C. ( 
Rorick, fb nry 
Smith. Harry Teacbout. Irwin Lewis, 
Clinton B. Rhodes and H W. Stauffer. 
I). K. Walkerof Kankakee has been 
exchanging reminiscences with some 
of them. 
He is the guest of Sunt. 
C.|W. Grov es and has been in the rail­ 
way postal serv ice since J>*70. 
Congress, after much hesitation on 
the subject, has at .ast granted a 
lump sum of $1,000 to the family of 
ev ery railway mail clerk killed in the 
line of duty. 
The law will extend its 
first benefits to those who lose their 
liv es during the present year, and from 
this time on will bestow an equiv alent 
of pensions, small though it he, upon 
the widows and children of a class of 
Cnele Sam’s employes which is ex- 
posed to extraordinary perils. 
In ­ 
deed, there are no other gov ernment 
serv ants barring soldiers and sailors 
in war times, perhaps whose occupa* 
tion is nearly so dangerous. 
There is no other occupation in the 
world so perilous as that of our rail­ 
way mail clerks. They number about 
9,t)00 and ordinarily they get some­ 
thing like $1,200 a year, though their 
pay v aries somewhat with length of 
serv ice. 
It is not much considering 
the fact that they are constantly ex 
posed to chances of deat h. 
During the last year, which broke 
the record for casualties, they were 
mixed up in 900 accidents on the rails. 
Nine of them were killed, *8 of them 
were seriously injured, and 302 of them 
were slightly injured. 
The record 
was nothing v ery extraordinary, how­ 
ev er. 
In 1901 mail clerks were caught 
in 28 5 accidents, in which sev eral were 
killed, 03 seriously and 220 slightly 
wounded. 


The v ariety of perils to which these 
brav erncn, are exposed is astonishing. 
A short time ago, in northern Ohio, a 
train of postal clerks was derailed and 
twoof the cars were thrown into Han 
dusky bay» with ten clerks shut up in j 
them. 
Their escape from drowning 
was miraculous. 
On another recent 
occasion, near Oswego, Kan., a train 
was blown from the track by a tor 


nado arid the post office employes were 
seriously injured. 
Another train on 
the Denv er & Fort Worth line ran 
into a washout, the mail car was teles­ 
coped by the baggage car, the wreck 
caught fire and the imprisoned clerk 
was burned to death. 
In sev eral re­ 
cent cases portal cars hav e been held 
up by robbers and riddled with bul 
lets. 
Fire, water wind, the robber’s pistol 
are all dangers to be encountered by 
the railway mail clerk. 
Inasmuch as 
they spend their liv es in trav eling, 
they are bound to be mixed up in ac­ 
cidents occasionally, 
and 
whether 
they suffer or not is a mere m atter of 
chance. Quite commonly they suffer, 
partly because the small car is placed 
usually behind the tender, where it is 
reasonably sure in case ot collision, to 
be smashed to kindling wood between 
the ten der and the baggage car. Rec­ 
ently, howev er, an effort has been 
made to alter this arrangement, plac­ 
ing t he baggage car behind the tender 
and thus it is hoped that the number 
of casualties will be lessened. 


Few railway cterks last longer than 
20 years in the serv ice, their work 
being done under such high tension 
that, ev en if they escape death or dis­ 
abling injury, they are soon worn out. 
At all times they are expected to de­ 
fend the mails with their liv es,attacks 
upon postal cars being not infrequent. 
If the clerk refuses to open the door 
of his car in response to a demand by 
highwaymen, he must be prepared for 
an immediate fulisade of bullets, iol- 
lowed, perhaps, by an explosion of 
dynamite. 
()f course it is always the 
registered mail that the robbers want 
particularly. 
Mail cars today are v ery different 
v ehicles from what they were fifteen 
years ago—much more commodious, 
and built to resist collisions as far as 
possible. 
They are not proof against 
dynamite, but in many instances they 
hav e been able to withstand deter­ 
mined attacks by highwaymen. 
For 
t h» ‘ transportation of mail the gov ern­ 
ment, pays so much per 100 pounds, 
plus from $25 to $50 per day per car, 
according to the length of the v ehicle. 
The appropriation for this purpose 
for the curren t year is 
$5,104,9 60.
